Soon after this Verne Marshall, 
editor of the Cedar Rapids Gazette 
and republican, the first witness at | 
the investigation who also came) 
under criticism with the legisla- 
tive committee in the editorial, 
served notice through his lawyers, 
upon the newspaper demanding a 
retraction of the editorial. 

It was alleged in Marshall’s no- 
tice that the editorial was libelous 
and defamatory. 

At Iowa City Fred Pownall, who 
is director of student publications, 
announced upon service of the no- 
tice from Marshall that he would 
stand behind Roland White, editor 
of the Iowan, and the author of 
the editorial, it was stated that 
no retraction will be made.

KIRKLAND READ

Kirkland’s\statement, one of the 
briefest ever produced in a major 
murder trial, says that the youth 
“smacked” Miss Draves in the face 
to bring her out of a drunken 
stupor and acknowledges that the 
boy and girl were intimate the 
night of the party. It also admits 
Kirkland invited fcur friends to 
take liberties with Miss Dravos. 
“Drunk as Heil” 

Two more witnesses, John Varso, 
Jr., and Nick Christoff, were called 
by the state before the trial was 
adjourned until Monday and the 
jury turned over to the bailiffs to 
be kept in seclusion. 

Varso, youthful friend of Kirk- 
land, said he was in a hot dog stand 
the night of November 30 when 
Kirkland and Miss Draves drove 
there with David Thompson and 
Paul Barton. Thompson and Bar- 
ton also were indicted for the girl’s 
death, but are to be tried separate- 
ly. Kirkland, Varo said, went into 
the washroom of the hot dog stand 
and Thompson remarked that 
“there’s a girl out in the car drunk- 
er than hell.” 


Girl Stooped Over 

Through Christoff, proprietor of 
the stand and friend of ‘the boys, 
Prosecutor John Underwood estab- 
lished that the youths -had been 
drinking. Christoff declared he 
went to the car to get a bottle and 
there saw Miss Draves. 

“She was just sitting in the back 
seat, sort of cruched over like this,” 
Christoff testified. He indicated 
how Miss Draves sat, in a position 
of illness, as if she were in pain or 
extremely nauseated. 

Christoff was still on the stand 
when court adjourned.

President Hoover 
To Explain Stand 
On Muscle Shoals 


WASHINGTON— (INS) —Con- 
tinuing to assert himself against 
what he considers unsound legis- 
lation, President Hoover planned to 
issue a statement today or tomor- 
row, outlining his objections to the 
modfied Norris bill, which, he be- 
lieves, would result ultimately in 
government operation of the huge 
nitrate and power plant at Muscle 
Shoals, Ala., idle for 10 years while 
congress has deliberated on its dis- 
position. 

Such a statement would presage 
a veto of Muscle Shoals early next 
week rather than its submission to 
a “pocket veto’’—or lack of action 
rather than its submission days of 
this session of congress. Should the 
president fail to act by March 4, 
upon which date congress adjourns, 
the Muscle Shoals bill automatic- 
ally would fail to become law, but 
Mr. Hoover’s forthcoming state- 
ment anticipated a definite mes- 
sage of disapproval. which would 
throw the matter back to congress 
|where a necessary two-thirds vote 
cannot be mustered to pass it over 
his veto.

U.S. SPEEDING 
BONUS MONEY 
TO VETERANS 


First Check Mailed to 
Needy Man in 
Baltimore 


Approximately 1,700 World 
war veterans in Muscatine coun- 
ty are entitled to about $425,000 
in loans on adjusted compensa- 
tion certificates under the act 
just passed by congress, it was 
revealed to the Free Press today. 


WASHINGTON—(INS)—The vet- 
terans’ administration was moving 
today to meet soldiers’ demands 
for loans on their adjusted com- 
pensation certificates up to 50 per- 
cent of their face value, while an| 
appeal was made by _ veterans’| 
bureau and veterans organizations | 
that only those actually in need ap- | 
ply at present. The senate joined | 
the house in overriding the execu- 
tive veto 76 to 17. 

World war veterans not in actual | 
distress were urged by the director 
lof the teterans’ bureau to withhold 
their applications sc action on the} 
others could be speeded. He was} 
seconded by officials of the various 
veterans organizations. 


First Check Mailed 

The first check under the new 
law already is in the mails and will 
be delivered to a destitute war vet- 
eran in Baltimore. 

Because the action by congress in 
overriding the veto was anticipated 
both at the White House and the 
veterans bureau, prepaiations were 
made days ago to expedite adminis- 
tration of the new law, designed as 
@. relief measure. 

From the White House came im- 
mediate word provisions of the law 
would be carried out in good faith.

The resolution was referred to | woman’s husband, Henri Marchand, 


PACT SUCCESS 
UP TO FRANCE 


Great Britain, Italy 
Have Come to an 
Agreement 


ROME—(INS)—Thirteen months 
after the London naval conference 
assembled to formulate a five- | 
power treaty limiting the naval | 
forces of the world, the path to 
achievement of that object was 
cleared today when an “agreement 
in principle” was reached between 
Great Britain and Italy. 

While the text of the agreement 
was not made public, it was un- 
derstood it will permit Italy’s ad- 
herence to the treaty drafted in 
London.

2’ to discuss budget matters, 

















DISCOVERY MA 
REVIVE MUSSEL 
INDUSTRY HERE 


Bureau of Fisheries 
Plans Propagation 
Activities 


Revival of the mussel industry 
in Muséatine, as well as the $6,000,- 
600 pearl button industry of the 
country, through the propagation of 
mussels and repopulation of de- 
pleted areas by means of a dis- 
covery which will permit a new 
form of experimentation, is believ- 
ed poséile, according to an ‘an- 
nouncement today by Fisheries 
Commissioner Hehfy O’Malley at 
(Washington D. C. 

That Muscatine may receive a 
substantial boost as result of the 
discovery is predicted in the dis- 
patch from Washington. The ex- 
periment; while appearing to be 
abstract and technical, is regarded 
by the fisheries commissioner as 
concrete and important in its ap- 
plication. 

Pollution New Danger 

“Museatine and Davenport, 
Iowa,” says a statement issued by 
the fisheries bureau, “used to be 
centers of the mussel industry, but 
with overfishing, the search for 
raw material widened. Bureau 
scientists set to work to discover 
the condition of the blood of*the 
“best’ mussels. After they had 
found a large number of mussels, 
experiments determined which were 

e most normal. And, just as in 

mans, it was found that the 
blood of the mussel can be used as 
an index of the physiological condi- 
tion of fresh-water mussels. It is 
necessary to select the best brood 
stock for propagation purposes. 

“This will help the bureau in 
its plans to aid the button indus- 
try, and it will need help, mainly 
because of the new danger that 
now threatens—pollution. In in- 
dustrial regions, along with city 
refuse and sewerage, there is the 
ancreased silt resulting from inten- 
sive agriculture and deforestation 
in that section. Consequently, many 
excellent mussels from which may 
be made buttons for shirts and 
heavy underwear, are buried deep 
by the silt and suffocated or 
strangled by the sewerage.” 

$5800000 Button Output 

Pointing out the connection be- 
tween mussels ahd buttons, O’Mal- 
Jey said that in 1929 the latest 
year for which figures are avail- 
able, 20,205,073 gross of buttons 
valued at $5,800,000 were produc- 
éd from the shells. In addition 
to buttons, pearls, poultry food, 
lime or dust, stucco and miscel- 
Janeous products were produced. 
‘Tennessee led in total production, 
followed closely by Arkansas, Mich- 
igan Iowa Indiana and Hlinois. 
These six states produced 75 per 
cent of the total quantity of shells. 
Thirteen additional states produced 
the rémaining 25 per cent. . 

Two obstacles are staring the 
mussel industry in the face it was 
explained—over-fishing and pollu- 
tion. ‘The latter is said to be far 
move serious since many states have 
no regulating laws against over- 
fishing.

“The only way for farmers: to 
get protection is for-them to organ- 
ize,” declared Robert “Moore of 
West Branch speaking before mem- 
brs of the Muscatine County-Farm- 
ers Protective associatiofi in the 
local court house today.

In the old days of Whist, play- 
‘ng-first the higher of two small 
sards and the lower was @ eonven- 
tional signal for partner to lead 
trumps; but as a trump signal is 
not necessary in Bridge, the play 
is used to mean “partner, continue 
this suit.” If the signal be made 
by discarding, its message is 
“Partner, lead this suit.” Some- 
times one card will indicate cer- 
tainly that partner is not signalling 
for example when it is the lowest 
that partner can have of the suit; 
or one high card may indicate that 
partner is signalling. But nothing 
except the player’s lowest card can 
be a sure non-signal until he has 
played to the second trick; and 
even as high a@ card as an Eight 
may not be the start of the signal 
as the player may have Ten-Nine- 
Eight.

Some Symptoms 

Naturally there is going ts be a 
feeling of weakness, more or ‘ess 
pain and soreness, and also a tired 
feeling in that particular region. 
Unless a bunch shows, the person 
usually does nothing outside of ap- 
plying heat, and maybe some kind 
of a liniment. A sudden wrench- 
ing of the body, a violent coughing 
spell may be just enough to break 
through the, weak spot and we 
have trouble. Usually upon re- 
clining on the back, or upon retir- 
ing, the rupture will go back of its 
own accord, unless, as sometimes 
happens, we find one which will 
not go back,. an “inreducible 
hernia.” 

In the begining, the symptoms 
are so slight many times that little 
concern is felt until the rupture 
becomes large, painful and danger- 
ous. If great pain were felt in the 
beginning, immediate action would 
be taken and much _§ successful 
work could be accomplished before 
the rupture became dangerous. 

The hernia usually continues to 
enlarge almost imperceptibly. The 
rupture sack gradually stretches 
and hangs down lower and lowrr, 
becoming harder and harder to put 
back. So much of the intestines 
may fill the sack as to cause a con- 
striction of the abdominal muséles 
fibers by distention and weight, re- 
sulting in strangulation. This con- 
dition requires immediate surgery 
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‘who have rupture, 





which is often too late. If you tie 
a. cord tightly around one of your 
fingers you will immediately get

The general health will be af- 
fected due to the congestion in 
that part of the intestines contained 
within the hernial sack, The 
waste matter retained therein be- 
comes a poison for the whole sys- 
tem. Constipation, stomach dis- 
orders, kidney trouble, general de- 
bility, etc., will result. Numerous 
serious chronic diseases may be 
traced to rupture. 

A chain is only as strong as its 
weakest link. 

The logical question is, “can 
rupture be cured by non-surgical 
treatment?” 

Every rupture sufferer knows 
that at some point in the ab- 
dominal wall the muscle fibers 
have spread apart ahd a bunch 
shows. This can result from in- 
jury, or from inherited or ac- 
quired causes. 

The points to consider sare: 

1. The return of the enlargement 
to its normal poeition within the 
abdomen. 

2. The rupture must Ire held in 
position, firmly, comfortably; to 
support without injury, the weak- 
ened muscles, and give nature a 
chance to heal. 

3. The weaker.od tissues must be 
so strengthened tna; no artificia? 
support will be rceq.red. 

Nature always surplies a heal- 
ing process of fill manner of in- 
jured tissues. Jature heals by 
adding, bit by bit, tho materials 
needed to build up frd Close 
wounds and openings in the tis- 
sues, until a complcie healing 
takes place and normal strength is 
restored. When a rupture occurs, 
nature tries to marshall her forces 
and cement together the opening. 
Due to the continual pressure aid 
protrusion, the fibers are held 
apart so long that the circulation 
is slowed down, congested, and 
finally, practically dormant. Too 
much pressure cannot be applied 
to hold things in place or the blood 
never can get to the parts. 

Rupture requires a form of 
treatment which cannot be given 
in a general way but if one will 
write a letter in care of the “Good 
Health Club” a personal reply will 
be sent giving whatever informa- 
tion we have. 

A cut three inches long will heal 
as quickly as a cut one inch long. 

The intestines usually crowd 
through, a little at a time, so no 
matter whether the bunch is the 
size of your head or the size of a 
walnut the actual opening may not 
be so large. 

Children should not be neglected

NEW YORK—Some 14,000 fight 
fans who left Madison Square Gar- 
den last night enthused over what 
they believed was the best scrap 
put on there in months, awoke to- 
day to find a cloud of suspicion 
marring Billy Petrolle’s sensation- 
al ‘four-round knockout of King 
Tut, his erstwhile nemesis.

Paul recently and who ruined him 
in two previous chapters of their 
five-year ring feud, was battered 
from pillar to post by Petrolle last 
night. . After an impressive start, 
the Minneapolis junior welter- 
weight offered little resistance to 
the smashing blows of his lighter 
opponent, being floored three times 
before the knockout. 
~ Hold Back Purse 

Five minutes after the fight 
ended, the members of the New 
York Boxing commission, who 
were at the ringside, announced 
that the purses of both fighters 
would be held up pending an in- 
vestigation. ‘They probably will be 
haled before the board at next 
Tuesday’s meeting. 

Three minutes after this boom- 
erang exploded, Tut was suddenly 
reported to be suffering from a 
swollen appendix. Physicians called 
to his dressing room declared Tut 
might have to undergo an imme- 
diate operation and he was re- 
moved to a hospital. 

Five minutes before the bout 
started, Tut told newspaper men 
he was in superb condition and 
“would knock out Petrolle in the 

» first round. 

A further significant feature of 
the affair was that while Tut was 
the favorite at 8 to 5 two days ago, 
so much Petrolle money appeared 
at the last minute that Billy be- 
came a slight favorite to win. 

That is one side of the story. 
The other is that most newspaper- 
men at the ringside thought that 
the fight was a corking good one 
and strictly on the up-and-up. If 
the affair was a “Barney”, the 
writer would like to see more like 
it, for the scrap was a thriller from 
start to finish. 

Tut Wins One Round 

Tut’s wrestling tactics and wild 
swings unnerved Petrolle in the 
first round. Billy was dazed by 
one smashing right to the jaw, and 
Tut won the round. 

From then on the fight was all 
<Petrolle. He made Tut miss re- 
peatedly and tagged him with left 
jabs, left hooks and occasional 
right upper cuts. A right to the 
jaw sent the Minneapolis boy to 
4he canvas in the second round 
for a count of nine. A barrage of 
punches to the head and body, 
climaxed by a right to the heart 
and a hook to the jaw, sent Tut 
down again in the third canto for 
another count of nine. 

The gross receipts were $43,860, 
the most for a fight at the Garden 
since early in December. 

The feud between Petrolle and 
Tut now stands even with each 
holding three victories. Petrolle 
said today he would hold out for 
a championship bout with Tony 
Canzoneri or Tommy Freeman.

Tax Bills Face Test 

Of the three major tax prposals, 
two have been passed by the sen- 
ate, and are to be approved by the 
house, while one has been passed 
upon by the house and awaits 
senate action. In each instance the 
measures have passed the smooth- 
est part of their roads and are ex- 
pected to now have to pass through 
their severest tests. 

The senate has approved the in- 
heritance tax measure with amend- 
ments attached to the original 
firaft, and the county assessor 
proposition. The lower house voted 
favorably on the income tax bill, 
changing it in some phases, with 


the knowledge that it will be more | 


—— revamped in the sen- 
ate. 
Much opposition against any 
kind of an income tax is evident 
in the upper house and the same 
condition exists in the house in re- 
gard to the county assessor mea- 
sure. 
Inheritance Tax Favored 


It is thought that the inheritance 
tax measure will not be so hearti- 
ly opposed in the house as the 
county assessor measure although 
an attempt is being made by state 
inheritance tax officials to place the 
exemptions back to where they 
were before the senate amended 
However, all is not 
unanimity in the tax revision com- 
mittee of the house in regard to the 
feasibility of any inheritance tax 
law, so difficulties evidently await 


the measure.

An average temperature of 31 
degrees above zero for the month 
was recorded by William Molis, lo- 
cal weather observer, with a varia- 
tion of from 12 degrees above zero 
on February 14, the lowest of the 
month, to 40 degrees above the zero 
mark on February 16. The aver-

FAMED ORGAN 
IN SHRINE FOR 
MUSICLOVERS 


Boston Man Pays Up- 
wards of $200,000 
For Relic 


MATHUAN, Mass.—(INS)—Much 
to the enjoyment of music lovers, 
the famous organ once a part of 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra is 
destined again to take its place 
among the leading organs of the 
world. 

Since being built and purchased 
by Boston music lovers in 1854, this 
wonderful instrument upon which 
great European and American or- 
agnists have played, has exchanged. 

Its latest purchaser is Ernest M. 
Skinner, of West Newton, vice presi- 
dent of an organ concern, who is 
said to have paid in excess of $200,- 
000 for the instrument and it sur- 
roundings from Mrs. Lillian W. 
Andrew of this city. Besides pur- 
chasing the organ, Skinner bought 
Serlo Hall, which houses the instru- 
ment, the Searless Organ factory 
and a near cottage house. 

Shrine To Music 

The property formerly belonged 
to Edward F. Searless, recluse mul- 
ti-millionaire and the late Arthur 
T. Walker, his heir. 

It is the object of Skinner to 
make Searlo Hall “a shrine for the 
lover of organ music.” 


After the organ was discarded 
by the Boston Symphony Orches- 
tra, because of its high pitch and 
failure to blend with other or- 
chestrial instruments, it was pur- 
chased by Searles at auction and 
placed in Serlo Hall which was 
built especially for the organ. 

Nearly five years were consumed 
in the building of Serlo Hall and the 
replacing of the organ within its 
walls. 

The organ is encased in a mag- 
nificent black walnut covering 
which is a wonderful example of 
wood carving. The instr--~-t 
has 6,000 pipes, nine of which are 
mute. 

Following the purchase, Skinner 
announced in a statement that 
it was his object tu make some ad- 
ditions to the organ to bring it up 
to date and make a shrine for the 
lovers of organ music, a meeting

Now that 
it is mine I want to make some 
additions to the organ to bring it 
up to date, and then make it a 
shrine for the lovers of organ music 
a meeting place, if possible, for the 
American Guild of Organists, for 
the National Association of Or- 
ganists, and perhaps other musical 
organizations.

He submitted the report which 
shows that the work finally done 
was not according to the original 
specifications on which. the bids 
were made. While a saving of 
$17,027 was shown for the state, 
it is claimed that the work was not 
done under specifications. 

Much building work, the records 
have shown, was done under the 
direction of Fisk, after bids had 
been asked, but ignored, it was 
stated. It was said that in one or 
two instances work was begun be- 
fore the bids were opened, and that 
the expenditure was under the 
direction of a special building com- 
mittee of two members of the 
board.

Taxes; Other Cases

CHICAGO,—(INS)— “Sarface 
Al” Capone, at liberty pending an 
appeal on his sentence to six 
months in jail for federal con- 
tethpt,-found his troubles steadily 
increasing today as the federal 
grand jury delved deeped into the 
gang czar’s income tax affairs. 

Coincident with the decision of 
Federal Judge James H. Wilker- 
son yesterday that Capone must 
spend six months in prison for al- 
legedly faking an illness to escape 
a@ grand jury summons came word 
from the federal grand jury that 
two witnesses had testified as a 
preliminary to prosecution of the 
gang leader for violation of the in- 
come tax law. The government has 
been preparing the case for two 
years. 

May Weaken Position
